®ipg Subjects whatſoever upon their Allevi ince not to enter into any ſuch Afociatiou orProreſtation,and ſuch,as by colour of

Hur exprefle Pleaſure if, and We doe hercby Will and Command all rhe feverall Tenants of the Perſons excepted in Our 
Foclawarion for thoſe foure Counties of Kent, Surrey, Sujiex, and Hampſhire, and all other Perſons who are aty wayes 1n- 
Sted uw orthem,2nd all the Tenants ro any orher Perſon of any of rhe ſaid Cuunties,who is now in Actual! and open Rebel- 
$n againſt Us,or who after rhe publiſking of rhis Our Proclamation ſhall coucribute to rhe m2'n-enanice uf the Armies now

And if any 
wm oMmando Or Officer ( except the Perſons before excepted )now in Rebellion againſt Us,14 any of the ſaid foure Councies, 
Mill within fivedayes after this Our Proclamation publiſhed, being convinced in his Conſcience of his damnable Offence a- 
fing God and Us, in aſſiſting this odious Rebel]:on,returne ro his Alleagiance and repaire to Our Army, and commit no ho- 
He Ad inthe meane while againſt Us, We ſhall nor onely Pardon him, bur ſo far imploy him as his qualiry and demeanour 
hall deſerve. And we doe hereby require all Our loving Subjects of whac degree or quality ſoever , within Our ſaid foure 
ſeverall Counties,upon their Allegiance,zand as rhey tender the cauſe of God, the Proteſtant Religion , being invaded and 
threarned to be rooted up by Anabaptiſis, Browniſts,and Atheiſts, of Us, and Our Poſterity (Our Fife being ſought after by 
thi; Rebellion, and of theniſelves, the Law and Liberty of the Subject being in apparent hazard to be ſubjected to at Arbitra- 
ry Lawleſſe power, of a few Schiſmaticall, fa&tious, and ambitious Perſons (ro aſſiſt Us in Perſon,or with the Loane of Mo- 
ney,Plate,and Horſes, in rhis Our grear necefſiry. And having ſaid thus much our of Our tender Regard of Our Subjedts of 
thoſe our Counries ; If they ſhall henceforward be gulry of the premiſes : And ſhall eicher by Loane or conrriburion affiſt 
the ſaid Army of Rebels aſſemble and muſter themſelves in Armes without Authority derived from Us under Our Hand, or 
ſhall enrer into atly Oath of Aſſociation for oppoſingUs and Our Army, and ſo compell Us ro ſend part of Our Forces rhi- 
ther ro reduce them to their obedience ; they muſt A1ſwer the miſeries that muſt follow, to God, and their Country. And 


Our Pleaſure is, That this Our Proclomation be Real in all the Pariſh Churches and Chappels in vhe ſaid foure feverall
